Youth organisation YOH, 
which won funding for 
its ‘Choices’ project, was 
one of 34 voluntary and 
community sector groups to 
receive these grants. 

The programme, which 
is managed by Hackney 
Council for Voluntary 
Service (HCVS), supports 
a range of projects that 
address priorities such 
as inequalities in health; 
support for older people; 
improving the environment; 
tackling domestic 
violence; and reducing 
youth crime. 

The Team Hackney 
grants for individual 
organisations and 
projects ranged 
from £1,000 to 
£30,000. 

As well as 


advising hundreds of local 
community groups, HCVS 
also manages the East End 
and City Grassroots Grants 
in Hackney - a three-year 
funding programme by the 
Government, which comes 
to an end this year. 

Fifteen local organisations 
received a share of this 
£70,949 programme. 
Designed for small 
community groups, and 
worth up to £5,000 each. 

Team Hackney is the 
local strategic partnership, 
which is dedicated to 
improving the quality of 
life in Hackney by bringing 
together all those who 
provide services 
for residents.

NEW facilities 
are to replace the 
existing play area 
in Clissold Park as 
part of a £9million 
refurbishment project. 

Work on the 
playground next 
to Clissold House 
will begin from 1 November. Residents are asked to use 
nearby playgrounds while work takes place. These include 
Butterfield Park, N16; Stoke Newington Common, N16; 
Finsbury Park, N4; and Highbury Fields, N5. 

Clissold’s new play area - due to open its gates in spring 
201 1 - will have a skate and wheels park for older children; a 
multi-use games area complete with goals and line markings 
for basketball and five-a-side football; and a built-in table 
tennis table. There will be a play area of wooden bridges, 
hollow logs, tractor tyre swings, a tall climbing web with 
swings and roundabouts for smaller children.

All the works are financed by Government funding awarded 
to the Council, and designed to provide temporary activities 
that will benefit Hackney’s residents and visitors.

Things can 
be different

T RUDI Styler was 
one of her parents’ 
lodgers, and she 
counts actresses 
Alex Kingston and Gina 
McKee among her friends 
from student days. 

But Jo Carter, founder 
and artistic director of 
Immediate Theatre, in 
Hoxton, is better known 
in Hackney’s schools and 
housing estates. 

One of Immediate 
Theatre’s projects recently 
featured on Radio 4’s 
PM programme as a 
good example of how 
to engage young people. 
‘Meet The Parents’ is a 
peer-led drama workshop 
with teenagers, part of 
Hackney’s highly-praised 
teenage pregnancy 
partnership. It is also part 
of Jo’s firm belief in 
the power of drama to 
bring about change in 
peoples’ lives. 

She was born and 
brought up in a large, 
rambling house in a 
socially-mixed and multi- 
ethnic part of Bristol, 
one of two daughters 
of a careers officer and 
drama teacher who took 
in lodgers. Alan Rickman 
was another young 
resident who later hit the 
big time. 

By the age of 14, Jo was 
helping backstage at the 
Little Theatre, Bristol - 
an independent venue 
led by Peter Postlethwaite 
- which helped launch 
the careers of many actors 
and directors. 

“Acting was what I’d 
always done,” she says, 


adding: “At school and 
at my local youth theatre 
I got to play some great 
parts. But I knew I wanted 
to be a director.” 

At 16, she came to 
London to join the 
National Youth Theatre, 
winning critical plaudits 
for her role as Falstaff’s 
landlady, Mistress 
Quickly, in Shakespeare’s 
Henry IV. Two years later, 
she moved to London to 
study English and Drama, 
and from then on, worked 
as a director. 

She says: “I lived in 
Richmond, but it was not 
the right place for me; not 
culturally mixed enough. 

“I was touring the 
UK, and working in 
schools with writers and 
running workshops. But 
I didn’t like the ‘hit and 
run’ approach where a 
company arrived and 
showed people what to do. 
I wanted to establish 
a strong relationship 
with an area.” 

Two turning points 
brought her to Hackney 
and the setting up, with 
actress Clara Onyemere, 
of Immediate Theatre 
in 1996. 

She recalls: “One 
evening in 1989, 1 drove 
round the North Circular 
and moved into my sister 
Vicki’s flat in Murray 
Grove. Apart from a brief 
hop into Tower Hamlets 
at Victoria Park, I’ve lived 
here ever since. 

“One of my final jobs in 
mainstream theatre was 
as the assistant director 
on David Mamet’s ‘The 
Cryptogram’, at the 
Ambassadors. One night, 
looking at the audience, 

I thought, ‘what am I 
doing? I don’t care enough 


about this audience’. 

“At the same time I was 
directing 75 young people 
in ‘A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream’ at a disused church 
in Silvertown. I realised 
that the West End was 
not my dream. Immediate 
Theatre (meaning ‘right 
here, right now’), takes as 
its starting point the idea 
that, to change, people 
need to imagine how 
different things can be.” 

The company now has 
nine full-time and nine 
part-time staff and a large 
number of freelancers, 
including many young 
peer educators, with a 
base in Hoxton Street 
next door to Hoxton Hall. 
Their latest innovation, 
‘2moro?’, is a Team 
Hackney-funded project 
that employs four former 
young offenders to use 
drama to engage their 
peers in identifying ways 
of defying youth crime and 
gang violence. 

“I think we’ve 
established a model of 
good practice, putting 
community voices at the 
heart of our work, which 
is embedded in Hackney 
and is extending out to 
other boroughs,” says Jo. 

“Hackney is one of 
the richest places in 
the world to live: in its 
food, its creativity and 
its people. We’ve got 
to keep that creativity 
going. Information 
and knowledge are not 
enough,” she adds.

Bringing the site to school 


School’s a top spot for games 


JUBILEE primary has been awarded ‘facility of the year’ by 
the Football Foundation for its new multi-use games area. 
Kerry Joseph, the school’s Business Manager, picked 
up the prize after working on securing funding. The 
Foundation described the bid she submitted as the best it 
had ever received. 

As well as football, the games area is being used for 
cricket, tennis, basketball and handball, and as a training 
area for Hackney Youth Rugby Club and Hackney Young 
Lee Valley Regional Park Authority Carers Group. 

Jubilee Head Teacher Jacqueline Bruton-Simmonds was 
thrilled at the award. She said: “We are incredibly proud 
of Kerry. She 
always gives 100 
percent, 100 per 
cent of the time. 

This is a fantastic 
resource and the 


entire community 
benefits as a 
result of her 
hard work and 
dedication. 


THE Olympic Park construction site has now seen 1 00 
young Construction Crew members pass through its gates. 
The primary school pupils have been keeping an eye on 
progress in the Park; meeting the people involved in its 
creation; learning about sustainability and archaeology; 
and taking workshops in leadership and presentation. 

They take their new knowledge back to their schools and 
present it to other pupils. 

Forty primary school children from five of the 201 2 
host boroughs - Hackney, Tower Hamlets, Greenwich, 
Newham and Waltham Forest - have started on this year’s 
crew, bringing the total to 1 00 since the project started 
in 2008. Former members have remained involved in the 
project, even after starting secondary school. 

The project is being delivered by the Olympic Development 
Agency (ODA). Chief Executive, David Higgins, said: “This 
is a great opportunity to involve local young people in the 
transformation taking place in their area and develop their 
skills. This year’s crew will see, first-hand, the Olympic 
Park ‘big build’ at its peak, with venues being completed 
and the park changing from brown to green as plants and 
trees take root.” 


Legacy’s rapid approach 


HACKNEY pupils will be among the 
first to battle Lee Valley’s new white 
water rafting course - a year before 
the Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

One of the most intense Games 
events, rafting will see athletes 
navigate rough water at Lee Valley 
Regional Park’s new White Water 
Centre. One lucky chosen school 
group from Hackney will ride the 
rapids for free in summer 201 1, as 
part of Lee Valley Regional Park’s 


Education Pledge. As well as rafting 
sessions, pupils will learn about the 
Games and go orienteering in the 
1,000 acre River Lee Country Park. 

The Centre opens to the public in 
spring 2011 and will have a 300m 
2012 competition course and a 160m 
training course. Lee Valley Regional 
Park Authority wants it to be used 
by everyone, from schools and 
community groups to medal- winning 
athletes and future hopefuls.

The Barbican believes so - and is all set to 
successfully back up its argument with 
exhibitions, talks, performances and workshops 
on Japan’s modern fashion history.

Protect yourself from flu 


NHS City and Hackney is offering 
free seasonal flu vaccines to pregnant 
women for the first time. 

Everybody aged 
over 65 is offered 
a free vaccination, 
as well as younger 
people with long- 
term conditions 
such as heart 
disease, asthma, 
diabetes, multiple 
sclerosis and serious 
kidney or liver disease. 

NHS City & Hackney 
is encouraging all at-risk 



residents to protect themselves this 
winter by getting their jab, which is 
administered to around 15 million 
people every year in the UK. 

Pregnant women 
are being offered 
the jab because 
it protects against 
the H1N1 strain 
(commonly known 
as swine flu), 
which increases 
the risk of severe 
illness and flu-related 
hospital admissions. 
Most Hackney GPs offer 


the seasonal flu vaccine. The best 
way to avoid flu is to get immunised, 
as well as covering coughs and 
sneezes with tissues; disposing them 
after one use; and cleaning hands as 
soon as possible afterwards. 

Jonathan Mason, Head of 
Prescribing and Pharmacy at NHS 
City and Hackney, said: “The 
seasonal flu vaccination is available 
to help protect all residents in 
Hackney and the City who are more 
at risk. The procedure is quick and 
safe with almost no side effects.”

How’s hospital for you? 

HOMERTON hospital wants to know more about what 
patients think of its service. 

Residents who receive a national patients’ survey form are 
being urged by the hospital to fill it in and send it back to 
the programme’s co-ordinators, Care Quality Commission, 
by the end of November. 

Every year the information is used by Homerton to help 
improve its services, including patient information, food, 
cleanliness and the relationships between staff and 
patients. However, over recent years responses have been 
low, according to Chief Nurse Charlie Sheldon. 

She said: “The survey is a very helpful guide to what our 
strengths are and what we need to focus on to improve 
patients’ experiences during their stay in hospital. 
Unfortunately, in recent years, a relatively small number of 
our patients who were contacted actually responded to the 
survey. Last year we only saw a 36 per cent response rat^ 
“We are keen to know 
more from our patients 
about whether or not we 
are getting our services 
right all the time. We 
urge those patients who 
get this year’s survey to 
fill it in and send it back. 

This will help us to get 
better and improve the 
experience for all patients 
in future.” 

Shop and drop the habit 

HEALTH officials are hoping to tempt smokers from 
tobacconist queues to quitting clinics during their next 
supermarket visit. 

NHS City and Hackney’s programme, ‘stop while you 
shop’, has been designed to offer stop smoking support in 
two Hackney supermarkets to anyone living or working in 
the borough. 

Programmes run for four weeks and those signing up 
will receive weekly support from advisors, as well as free 
carbon monoxide tests to monitor health 
improvements. 

The clinics take place at Tesco 
Superstore, Morning Lane, on Monday 
and Wednesday, from3-7pm; and 
Sainsbury’s, Dalston Kinglands, Tuesday 
and Thursday, from 3-7pm. Both 
continue through October, with the last 
clinic on 25 November. 

Stop while you shop is part of NHS City 
and Hackney’s stop smoking service, 
offered through GPs and pharmacies, 
drop-in clinics, workplace clinics and 
community-based services. Additional 
support is also available through 
targeted street recruitment and price 
promotion campaigns.

HE death of an 
unknown Hoxton 
child in the 1830s 
was the source 
from which a mighty local 
company eventually grew: 
Dottridge Brothers Ltd of 
East Road in Shoreditch. 

Samuel Dottridge was 
born in 1 8 1 1 and educated 
at Bowes Academy in 
Barnard Castle, County 
Durham. After leaving 
school Samuel was 
apprenticed in the building 
trade. He worked in Herne 
Bay for three years then 
moved to Hoxton, where 
he established his own 


building and decorating 
business. One day he was 
approached by a friend 
whose child had died, and 
asked to make a coffin. It 
was of a far better standard 
than usual and Samuel’s 
workmanship was 
remembered. Before long 
requests for more coffins 
were made. 

As trade increased, 

Samuel acquired his own 
horses and carriages. He 
bought an old posting 
yard in Dorset Mews on 
the corner of East Road 
and Bevenden Street, with 
housing for coachmen 
above the stables. The 
Dorset Works site remained 
the company’s main base 
until the 1980s. 


When Samuel retired his 
four sons became partners, 
renaming the company 
Dottridge Brothers. 
Samuel’s high standards 
were maintained and 
the business continued 
to develop. By 1913 
Dottridge had more than 
320 employees working in 
a wide range of crafts, three 
motor hearses with another 
one being built, and 115 
horses. A number of other 
companies were acquired 
and agencies were set up 
across the world. 

The First World War 
brought difficulties with 
nearly half the staff serving 
in the armed forces. The 
Dorset Works was badly 
bombed during the Second 


World War and the coffin- 
making mill totally burnt 
out. Despite this, Dottridge 
arranged the burial of 20 
bodies from bombing in 
Buttesland Street in October 
1940, and for the interment 
of 32 Blitz victims at the 
Great Northern Cemetery in 
May 1941. 

The Dorset Works was 
rebuilt, but during the 1950s 
some of the business moved 
to Hatfield in Hertfordshire 
and Downham Market in 
Norfolk. The 1960s saw the 
acquisition of many smaller 
funeral directors’ firms in 
London, East Anglia and 
the south east. Vehicle 
construction came to an end 
in the 1970s, although some 
Dottridge horse-drawn 


hearses are still used by 
carriagemasters today. 

By the time the last 
member of the Dottridge 
family left in 1983, the 
company consisted of 200 
staff and 30 businesses. 

In 1985 Dottridge 
relocated to Hoddesdon in 
Hertfordshire, and in 1988 
was purchased by Kenyon 
Securities for £1 1.5m. 
Subsequent mergers have 
made this part of Dignity 
Caring Funeral Services. 
The last premises trading 


under the name of Dottridge 
Brothers, in Roman Road, 
closed in 2000. 

After the Dorset Works 
closed, Hackney Historic 
Buildings Trust discovered 
records left behind in 
the offices and notified 
Hackney Archives of their 
existence. Much had been 
damaged beyond repair by 
flooding, but a sample was 
retained by the Archives to 
help preserve over a century 
and a half’s history of a 
major local company.

RESIDENTS should be aware that 
Transport for London (TfL) was 
due to change bus services on 
two routes through Hackney 
from 1 5 October. Route 349 
-from Ponders End to Stoke 
Newington Common - is 
being shortened to finish at 
Stamford Hill Broadway. 

The change will end the 
service’s connection to 
Stoke Newington town 
centre, as well as cutting 
the frequency of buses. 

Route 149 -London 
Bridge to Edmonton Green, 
travelling along Kingsland 
Road -will change from 
‘bendy’ to the conventional 
but smaller double decker 
buses. Bus regularity will 
increase during weekday 
peak hours, but will be 
reduced on Saturdays and 
stay the same at other times. 


Riding out crime 


THE Metropolitan Police Service has expanded its unit that 
aims to improve bike safety - and crack down on road 
users disobeying the Highway Code. 

Ten more officers joined the Cycle Task Force last month, 
taking the number of people in the team to 40. The 
recruits, who have swapped police cars for bikes, will 
focus on traffic enforcement and road safety. 

Originally, the Metropolitan Police Cycle Task Force 
was set up to tackle cycle theft in the Capital; since its 
introduction in June it has security marked close to 5,000 
bikes; made nearly 20 arrests for theft; and returned stolen 
bikes to their rightful owners. 

The unit ran a six-week campaign this summer to 
target road users who disobeyed traffic signals, cycled 
carelessly or on pavements, or used their mobile phones 
while cycling. Transport for London (TfL) said more than 
900 fixed-penalty notices were issued to drivers and 
motorcyclists, while over 400 were given to cyclists. The 
Cycle Task Force is part of the Safer Transport Command, 
and is funded by TfL.

P upils from five 
Hackney schools 
joined a mammoth 
walking relay that 
is now seeing the official 
1948 Olympic torch travel 
throughout London’s 32 
boroughs, and the City of 
London. 

Olympian Mark 
Richardson - silver 
medallist in the 1996 
4x400m relay - joined 
primary school students 
from Brook Community, 
Harrington Hill, Jubilee, 
Lauriston, and Princess 
May schools in mass 
event, The Big WoW 
relay. Hackney’s leg saw 
pupils carry the historical 
torch through London 
Fields and along Regents 
Canal on 12 October. 

The young participants 
also passed a baton filled 


with messages written by 
pupils - before handing 
it on at Mile End Park 
Stadium. 

Tower Hamlets students 
then took up the torch 
and headed into the 
City. The relay started in 
Havering on 1 October, 
and will continue travel 
around London, ending in 
Greenwich. 

The Big WoW is an 
annual celebration 
to raise awareness 
of the Walk once a 
Week campaign, while 
launching International 
Walk to School Month, 
which encourages 
children to achieve the 
recommended 60 minutes 
per day of physical 
activity. Analysis 
of the scheme in 
Hackney showed 
that schools 
participating in 
the initiative have 
seen an average 34 
per cent decrease 


in pupils travelling to 
school by car, and a 


corresponding increase in 
pupils who regularly walk 
to school. 

Tim Ifill, Learning 
Mentor from Princess 
May, said: “We started at 
London Fields and walked 
the two miles along 
Regents Canal to meet the 
Olympic athletes at Tower 
Hamlets. The route was 
eally good: they were year 
fives - about nine years 
old - and some had 
never seen a canal or a 
narrow boat before.

2011 Census workers

The pumpkin or 
squash should be peeled, chopped into small 
chunks, seasoned, drizzled with olive oil and 
roasted at 160 °C until soft. 

• When cool combine with the creme fraiche and 
the sage and spoon into the cake ring. Sprinkle 
with crushed walnuts and set aside. 

• For the tapenade blitz olives until smooth. If the 
mixture is too dense add a little olive oil 

To serve 

• Place the cheesecake in the oven for 1 5 mins 
at 1 40°C. If it hasn’t coloured, increase the 
heat to 1 60°C for a couple of mins until it begins 
to brown at the edges. Remove the ring, cut in 
slices and serve with tapenade
